YT"F> have been hearing 
plenty about the Pon- 
tine Marshes of late since our 
boys are over in Italy slowly 
but surely knocking out the 
Nazis. They had* to cross 
some of these extensive 
marshes when entering 
Rome. But the real story be- 
hind the marshes lies in sha- 
dowy history — a history 
which Eric Vale dug up re- 
cently in order to clarify the 
question of just what these 
famed marshes arc famed 
for. 

The Pontine Marshes were 
once a rich district doited 
with prosperous cities. As 
early as the time of the 
Roman Republic the lower- 
ing of the coastal level was 
causing the blocking of the 
outlets of the rivers, and the 
gradual formation of 

marshes. 

Their proximity to Rome 
and the fact that from time 
immemorial they have been 
a breeding place for malaria 
are the origin of the term 
Roman fever. This scourge 
has caused the death of nu- 
merous pontiffs in the Lai- 
eran Palace and has exacted 
a loll of countless thousands 
among the poor of Rome. 

The first notable attempt 
to drain the marshes was 
made in 162 B. C. during 



the Roman Republic under 
the consul, Cornelio Catego. 
During the long period of 
wars that followed, the Pon- 
tine lands remained aban- 
doned and the waters made 
further inroads. 

It remained for 'Julius 
Caesar, the greatest engineer 
of ancient Rome, to conceive 
a plan to reclaim hundreds 
of thousands of acres of 
farm land and also to free 
from inundation the Appian 
Way, the famous road tra- 
versing the swamps to the 
sea. 

Caesar's untimely assassin- 
ation ended the enterprise. 
The Emperor Traiano raised 
the level of the Appian Way, 
paving it with great blacks 
. of stone. He built bridges 
and fine public buildings 
along the way. This involved 
the reclamation of consider- 
able swamp land. Emperor 
Teodorico reclaimed areas 
near Terracina. Then follow- 
ed the dark ages when all 
the works in the Pontine 
Marshes were allowed to sink 
into complete neglect. 

Charlemagne endowed the 
Papal See with vast domin- 
ions. In these dominions 
were included the Pontine 
marshes. Early Popes con- 
ceived the plan of draining 
the marshes, but they were 



constrained to devote their 
energies to maintaining order 
and to defending the Papal 
States against the arrogant 
pretensions of feudallords. 

Pope Boniface VIII was 
at last able to resume the 
work of the Roman emperors 
and ordered the digging of 
a ditch to carry off waters 
in the territory of Sermon- 
eta. Martin V attempted to 
carry out his plans. In 1514 
the brilliant Pope Leo X 
charged his brother, Juliano 
de Medici, with solving the 
problem of the marshes. 
Happily, Juliano entrusted 
the execution to the versa- 
tile Leonardo da Vinci, th. 
greatest engineer of the era. 
A map drawn by Leonardo, 
showing his projected ca- 
nals, is to he seen in the col- 
lection at Windsor. The 
great Leonardo could not be 
spared from the works of 
art so dear to the Medici 
Pope, and the actual execu- 
tion of the drainage was left 
to the geometrician Scotti. 
Large areas were actually 
reclaimed for cultivation in 
the vicinity of Ser and Ter- 
racina. 

Under the pontificates, of 
Innocent XI and Innocent 
XII progress was made. In 
1699 the latter confided the 
work to a Hpllandcr, Corne- 



Hub Meyer. Besides ihe phy- 
sical difficulties encountered, 
the Popes were constantly 
met with legal actions by 
various landowners, many 
of them powerful. 

All down through the ages 
wc find such rich landown- 
ers thwarting progress, stay- 
ing advancement 

In 1810, during the occu- 
pation of Italy, Napoleon 
named a commission of dis- 
tinguished engineers to com- 
plete the work of Pius Vt 
The studies of the commis- 
sion were afterwards pub- 
lished in Paris in 1818 by 
de Prony, named by Napo- 
leon as its president. 

During ihe early attempts 
to dry the marshes, canals 
were dug to drain certain 
desired areas and these ca- 
nals were emptied into either 
the Ninfa River or the Sisto 
River. No thought was taken 
whether new areas would be 
flooded in the lands below 
sea level. It remained for 
Premier Mussolini to finally 
conquer the Pontine marsh- 
es, probably one of the only 
really important things he 
ever did for the country. 

For the first time, the 
problem of draining ihe 
swamps was attacked as a 
whole. Canals were dug 
along the boundaries of the 
district at the foot of the 
mountains to divert the 
high" or extraneous waters. 
Canals were also utilized to 
carry off the "middle" waters 
from the lands barely above 
sea level. Other canals were 
provided to carry off the 
low waters. 
Finally, twelve hydraulic 
pumps, operated by electric 
power, were built to pump 
the water from fever-breed- 
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ing areas below sea level 
into canals sufficiently elevat- 
ed to permit the flow of the 
waters into the sea. The 
greatest of these hydraulic 
plants is that of Mazzocchio. 
Inaugurated by II Duce in 
1934, this plant has seven 
huge electric pumps, the 
most perfect of their kind 
known at the time of their 
installation. The plant of 
Mazzocchio efficiently drains 
about 22 thousand acres. 

To one motoring on the 
excellent roads of the Agro 
Pontino, a magic wand ap- 
pears to have been waved 
over the land. The dark and 
miserable conical huts that 
sheltered the poor nomads 
have gone with the marshes. 
Solid concrete farmhouses 
of five and six rooms (large 

and well-ventilated rooms) 
dot the landscape. 

Wheat, fruits and sugar 
beets are among the princi- 
pal crops. Fine strains of 
foreign stock have been im- 
ported to improve the cattle. 
Beet sugar factories have 
been erected. The 2,600 
completed farms have been 
allotted to colonists selected 
from the excess rural popu- 
lation. This policy retards 
the drift to the cities, a prob- 
lem in many countries, and 
also results in competent 
agriculturists taking up the 
land. 

Trees and beautiful flow- 
er beds are common every- 
where in the region. Birds 
sing, where once only mos- 
quitoes buzzed and the heavy 
haze of malarial death hung 
over everything. 

This undertaking can be 
compared to the drainage of 
part of our own Southern 
lands in years past It has 



been the means of saving 
thousands of lives which 
otherwise were constantly 
open to attacks of virulent 
fevers and a multitude of 
sickness. 

For every 25 thousand to 
50 thousand acres of land 
a rural community is created. 
The larger towns are named 
Littoria, Sabaudia, Pontinia 
and Aprilia. II Duce had al- 
ways in mind the raising of 
the standards of living in 
Italy, and each community 
lias .its well-equipped schools, 
community center, and other 
civic buildings. In the cen- 
ter of each town is a hand- 
some church of simple lines 
and austere architecture. 

For 2,000 years emperors 
and Popes sought to conquer 
the pestilent marshes. Three 
master builders, Caesar, Leo 
X, and Napoleon failed. The 
day of modern engineering 
and hydro - electric power 
had not yet arrived. It re* 
maincd for Premier Musso- 
lini, with the dedication of 
the last new colony of Ap- 
rilia, to realise their dream. 

In past weeks hundreds 
of our soldiers have been 
killed and wounded in these 
famous marshes, many of 
them perhaps not aware that 
they lay on soil thai for ages 
a great war had been waged 
— a war to conquer pestilence 
and worthlessness. 

Many of the little towns 
that dotted the new land- 
scape of these regions have 
been razed by Nazi and Al- 
lied bombs and shells, but 
even so they are still belter 
off than they v*»rc under 
Nazi oppression — as the 
farmers of the area will tell 
you.
